Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel, which sup- 
plies the natural gas distributed 
by Laclede to all the latter’s cus- 


tomers, has declined to abandon 
its program of buying into La- 
clede, its own chief wholesale 
customer. | 

' As of Nov. 1, Laclede said, 
Mississippi owned 248,400 shares, 


or 8.2 per cent of all Laclede's | 


stock. Mississippi estimated this 


investment late in October : at | 


about $2,000,000, or around $8 a 
share. Mississippi is by far the 
biggest stockholder in Laclede 
and appears to be in position to 
elect a director on the Laclede 
board. 


Laclede’s Objection. 

The Mississippi purchases of 
Laclede stock began in 1949 and 
the volume has been increasing 
steadily. Laclede has expressed 
fear that the situation would in- 
terfere with proper arm’s-length 
bargaining between the two con- 
cerns. Laclede, bitterly opposing 
a 27 percent increase in the 
wholesale charge for gas, being 
sought now by Mississippi before 
the Federal Power Commission, 
has said it would seek to pass any 
such increase on to its customers. 


While Laclede refrained from 
making a direct request for an 
SEC investigation, the intent is 
clearly implied. Robert W. Otto, 
president of Laclede, acting at the 
direction of his company’s board, 
sent SEC copies of two pointed 
resolutions adopted by the La- 
clede directors and a sharp reply 
by the Mississippi directors. Otto

AFTER $70 HOLDUP 


Wife Arrested With Him 
After Pursuit by Sher- 
iff’s Deputies Near Gar-

A robber was shot and wound- 
ed four minutes after a $70 Gar-

FARMINGTON COLD 
WAVE EXPLAINED 
BY WEATHERMAN 


The nation’s coldest weather, 
two degrees above zero, went 
more than 50 miles south of’ St. 
Louis to Farmington yesterday 
because of an odd combination of 
factors including topography, 
snow cover and “happenstance,” 
it was explained today by Assisi- 
ant Meteorologist. A. A. Rausch. 

“Happenstance,” he said, was 
the major factor, since the crest 
of the cold wave. had already 
passed through the north and 
northwest parts of the state, ordi- 
narily the coldest portions.

Korea, causing: 25 deaths, the 
Army disclosed yesterday. 

The Army Said the disease has 
not reached epidemic proportions 
and was not expected to since it 
is “most prevalent in the sum- 
mer and fall,” and there had been 


The malady was called by the 
Army Surgeon General's office 
hemorrhagie fever. The surgeon’s 
office said the number of cases 
was based on reports through the 
first week in November. Army 
medical officers are trying to de- 
velop a vaccine against the fever.

Japanese physicians believe it 
is caused by a virus carried in the 
system of field mice and trans- 
mitted to man by mites.

It constitutes 
merely an acceleration in this 
vast region of the same sort of 
work normally authorized 
throughout the country. It would 
do in 30 years in the Missouri 
basin what otherwise would re- 
quire a century. 

Its cost is estimated at about 
$8,400,000,000—three billion dol- 
lars federal money, five billions 
by landowners and operators and 
$400,000,000 by states and local 
districts in the Missouri basin. 
Program Given to House in 1949. 

This basin-wide program was 
laid before Congress in Septem- 
ber 1949 as House Document 373, 
a thick report. It was almost ig- 
nored until about 10 days ago, 
when the first hearings on it 
were held in the field by a House 
subcommi 

Meanwhile, the posal to at- 
tack the problem critical seg- 
ments was evolved. This recog- 
nized that the vastness of the 
original scheme, and its great 
cost, amounted to an almost in- 
surmountable obstacle.

Treasury May Not Borrco: Much 
From Public in This Fiscal Year 


Inflationary Effects Expected to Be Small 
Due to Methods of Raising Cash — 
$7,500,000,000 Deficit. 


The New York Herald Tribune- Post-Dispatch 
Special Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9: — Al- 
though the Federal Government’s 
budget will be in the red by about 
$7,500,000,000 during this fiscal 
year, the inflationary effects of 
Treasury borrowing to make up 


the deficit are expected to be 
rather slight. 

This fact begins to emerge here 
as Treasury borrowing operations 
take shape, and as fiscal officers 
start to firm up their estimates 
of outgo and income after passage 
of the new tax bill. But despite 
the comparatively good news for 
the near future, next fiscal year 
is quite another matter. 

To meet the budget deficit this 


year the Treasury has, as always, 


the cushion of its “trust fund ac- 
counts,” such as social security, 
G.I. life insurance, retirement 
plans for Government workers, 
etc. These accounts are outside 
the budget and invariably bring 
in more cash than they pay out. 
The excess is invested in Govern- 
ment securities, thus increasing 
the face amount of the public 
debt, but that is money which 
does not have to be borrowed in 
the market, with possible infla- 
tionary effects. 
Budgets Differ. 


In other words, the “cash” 
budget is different from the 
budget considered by Congress. It 
is estimated that the trust ac- 
counts will provide almost four 


‘billion dollars in net cash this 
year (they have already provided 
a little more than a billion). 


This year the Treasury has also 
had the good fortune to possess 
a large balance in its general 
fund at the end of the previous 
fiscal year. The $7,400,000,000 it 
carried over on July 1 has been 
drawn down to about $4,500,000,- 
000—which is still a little larger 
than was on hand last year at this 
time. 

Taking these things into ac- 
count, the Treasury may be a net 
borrower of no more than two 
billions or at most three billions 
from the public this fiscal year. 

Method Is Crucial Point, 

What is of crucial importance, 
of course, is how the borrowing is 
done. If the banking system is 
required to absorb the debt, new 
money is in effect created (dur- 
ing World War II the money sup- 
ply, meaning bank deposits and 
currency, jumped from about. 80 
billions to about 180 billions lead- 
ing directly to the postwar infla- 
tion once controls were removed). 
If, on the other hand, the money 
can be borrowed from private in- 
dividuals, corporations and insti- 
tutions such as insurance com- 
panies, there is no increase in the 
money. supply. 

So far this fiscal year, the 
Treasury has raised from the 
public as a whole about two bil- 
lions. But cash-ins of its long- 
term investment obligations—the 
non-inflationary kind—have ex- 
ceeded new sales, with the result 
that borrowing of the potentially 
inflationary kind has been about 
$3,250,000,000. Another issue of 
one billion of this sort is due 
in a few weeks, but that will very 
likely be the last in the fiscal 
year. 

Meanwhile, if the recently com- 
pleted bond drive proves to have 
been a success, some of the new 
debt may yet be shifted back into 
the non-inflationary type of ob- 
ligation. It’s a safe guess that 
the kind of borrowing economists 
worry about won’t be more than 
four billions and will probably be 
less. 

That figure looks small com- 
pared to the deficits of fiscal 
1943, 1944 and 1945, which aver- 
aged about 55 billions. Further- 
more, economists tend to speak 
cautiously about the inflation in- 
volved in a small increase in the 
supply of money. 

Possible Increases. 

If the increase is on the pro- 
portions of World War II, infla- 
tion cannot possibly be avoided. 
But smaller increases become, in 
effect, just one factor in many, 
including the level of production, 
the psychological mood of the 
public, the level of costs, etc. 
The “quantity theory of money” 
is by no means the entire infla- 
tion story. 

In fact one economist, Sumner 
Slichter of Harvard’s School of 
Business Administration, has said 
that a slight increase in the’ pub- 
lic debt is desirable just to keep 
the money supply ,expanding in 
pace with expanding production. 

Assuming then, that until June 
of next year the public need not 
lose too much sleep over Federal 
fiscal operations, what of the sub- 
sequent years of the huge de- 
fense effort? 

The answer is, there is plenty 
of potential deficit in store, and 
of a scale that could indeed boost 
the money supply fast enough to 
have a sharp effect on the price 
level. 

Current long-range thinking, 
from such sources as the joint 
committee on the economic report 
and the Budget Bureau, foresees 
fiscal 1953 expenditures of be- 
tween 85 billions and 90 billions.

That leaves a deficit of propor- 
tions serious enough, if it is 
financed in ways that increase the 
money supply, to give a serious 
impetus to inflationary pressures.

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AEM OPPOSES BRITISH 
RULE OVER U.S. POLICY 


Would Base Aid on Willing- 
ness to Stop War Sup- 
plies to Reds. 


United States policy makers 
should co-operate fully with Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s gov- 
ernment but should not permit 
the British to dictate our foreign 
policy, Senator James P. Kem 
(Rep.) of Missouri said here last 
night. 

“No one has greater respect 
than I for Mr. Churchill,” said 
Senator Kem at a meeting of the 
Riverview Gardens Republican 
Men’s Club. “He is the greatest 
Briton of his time. But we must 
not forget, as he has said, that he 
did not becorhe the first minister 
of the King to preside at liquida- 
tion of the British Empire.” 

Kem charged that Churchill 
“finagled” the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt into World 
War II and that Churchill was one 
of the “big three” who partici- 
pated in the Teheran and Yalta 
conferences. Republicans have 
said that much of the world’s 
present unrest is traceable to un- 
wise decisions at those confer- 
ences. 


“The British have officially rec- 
ognized Red China, now slaughter- 
ing our boys in Korea,” the Sen- 
ator said. “British ships continue 
to ply Chinese waters, laden with 
strategic war materials. We should 
immediately ascertain from Mr. 
Churchill how he stands on these 
problems. 


“Co-operation is a two-way 
street. If Britain is unwilling to 
take steps to cut off the flow of 
war materials to the Reds, we 
should make it clear that further 
aid to Britain will not be forth- 
coming from the United States. 

He said that the United States 
Senate should insist that any ma- 
jor agreements entered into be- 
tween President Truman and 
heads of foreign powers be sub- 
mitted to that body for ratifica- 
tion or rejection.

clothing. 


Police also arrested for investi- 
gation a woman who said she had 
been living at the Hadley address 
with Hunt. She told officers he 
had gone to South Dakota on a 
pheasant hunt, but police were 
informed he was in St. Louis 
yesterday afternoon. 


Implicated by Youth. 


Hunt was implicated by Samuel 
E. Massa Jr., 19-year-old St. 
Louisan, who admitted to the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol 
yesterday that he and two other 
men had committed a large num- 
ber of burglaries in the last two 
months in Missouri, Illinois, In- 
diana, Arkansas, Alabama and 
Georgia. 


Massa made a signed statement 
at a Memphis (Tenn.) hospital 
where he is: recovering from in- 
juries suffered Oct. 26 in a high- 
way crash in which two compan- 
ions were killed. The youth was 
unconscious for seven days after 
the aecident, which occurred near 
Bassett, Ark. 


Those killed were Chester 
Ketchum, 912A Angelrodt street, 
and Marvin Mack Allen of Cape 
Girardeau, Mo, Five new shot- 
guns, a rifle, a crowbar and a 
brace and bit were found in the 
car, in which Massa, Ketchum and 
Allen were riding. Three of the 
shotguns were later identified as 
having been stolen at Athens, Ala. 


Robbed Business Firms. 


Massa, who lives at 2211 How- 
ard street, told the Highway Pa- 
trol the burglary ring entered 
groceries, taverns, and hardware 
stores in the six states. Their 
activities‘ in Missouri were con- 
fined to the southern part of the 
state, he said. 


After waiving extradition, Mas- 
sa was returned to Union today in 
custody of the Franklin county 
sheriff. 


The youth said the loot was 
turned over to Hunt, operator of 
two taverns and a used-car lot 
here. -

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 9 (AP) 
in Argentina’s 
presidential election Sunday 
drew near.to a close today. 

As opposition parties held final 
rallies, many supporters of Presi- 
dent Juan D. Peron awaited a 
recorded radio message by his 
ailing wife, hoping for promises 
of salary increases and other so- 
cial gains if her husband is re- 
elected for the 1952-58 term. 

Eva Peron underwent a major 
surgical operation three days ago, 
but recorded her message before 
she went to the hospital. The 
message will be broadcast tonight 
over the nation-wide radio hook- 
up Peron has used for four cam- 
paign speeches. 

In those speeches, Peron de- 
voted much time to blasting op-; 
position leaders, charging. that 
they aimed to turn Argentina’s 
clock back and accusing them of 
being “sold over for the dollars 
of foreign imperialists.” , 

Opposition Gagged. 

Opposition party leaders said 
the government made the cam- 
paigning almost tmpossible for 
them. They were unable to buy 
time on the radios, all of them 
under government domination. 
Most newspapers praised the 
Peronista leaders and ignored the 
opposition. 

Campaigning was generally apa- 
thetic, but it was marked by sev- 
eral instances of violence and 
bloodshed. Last night gunfire 
broke out at a Radical party rally 
in Plaza Constitution here and 
16 persons were injured. On Oct. 
31, Rodolfo Ghioldi, the Com- 
munist candidate, was shot and 
wounded at a party rally at Par- 
ana. | 

One minor party, the Progres- 
sive Democrat faction whose main 
influence is in Santa Fe province, 
announced today it was withdraw- 
ing its candidate because of lack 
of guarantees that the election 
would reflect the popular will. 
Under new regulations, a party 
abstaining from an election is 
barred for the next two years. 

Campaigns Ending. 

Campaigning ends tonight—24 
hours before the election. 

The Radical party rally last 
night drew a crowd estimated at 
90,000. In their speeches party 
leaders charged Peron and his 


ic ruin to Argentina. 

Police used tear gas to quell 
demonstrators who hurled stones 
at a mounted policeman and 
knocked him off his horse. Many 
4shots and explosions were heard 
after this incident. 

Several Radical party members 
were arrested. 

Three army generals were dis- 
missed today in connection with 
the recent one-day revolt against 
Peron. They were Gen. Arturo 
Rawson, who was provisional 
president. for three days after 
the overthrow of President Ra- 
mon Castillo in 1942; Gen. Bau- 
tista Molina and Gen. Fortunato 
Giovanni.

AB FOR LOW-COST 
R COACH SERVICE 
BY REGULAR LINES 


No Justification for U.S. 
Aid if System Is ‘Re- 
stricted to Persons of 
Means.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (UP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board yes- 
terday went on record as urging 
establishment of a vast non-lux- 
ury air service, cheap enough for 
all Americans to use. 

The board, in making the policy 
declaration, said the regular air- 
lines now have adequate facilities 


to establish inexpensive trans- 
continental air coach service. 


“Unless air transportation can 
be brought within the reach of 
the many people of limited 
means,” the board said, “it will 
not be able to fulfill its obliga- 
tions to the American people. 


“Indeed, there could be no 
justification for a national policy 
— has poured millions of dol- 
lars of the people’s money into 
the building up of a vast air trans- 
portation system, if that system 
were to be permanently restricted 
to persons of means and denied 
to the masses of the people.” 


Possible Subsidy Rise Cited. 


The CAB made the statement 
in rejecting the applications of 
four nonscheduled airlines to 
operate unlimited coast-to-coast 
air coach flights over routes al- 
ready served by regular air lines. 
The board ruled that the applica- 
tions would create “unnecessary, 
excessive and destructive com- 
petition.” 


“The introduction of new car- 
riers, operating unlimited air 
coach services as here proposed, 
would constitute a serious threat 
to the future orderly progression 
toward cheaper air transportation 
for the nation as a whole,” the 
CAB said. 


The board said this might mean 
the Government would have to 
pay higher subsidies to the sched- 
uled carriers now in operation. 

The applying companies were 
Air America Inc. of Los Angeles; 
Eastern Airways Inc., Oakland; 
Trans-America Airways, Inc., and 
Great Lakes awe both based 
at Burbank, Cal 

Companion Seaticetions by the 
same companies for limited trans- 
continental air coach operations, 
in the event of denial of the un- 
limited plan, were held in the 
files. They will receive further 
consideration in connection with 
the general review which CAB 
proposes to make of all irregular 
air service. 
| Replies to Criticism. 

The board pointedly took note 
of recent criticism by some mem- 
bers of Congress and from non- 
scheduled air interests that it has 
persuaded a policy of favoring 
the scheduled carriers. The board 
asserted that “the air is charged 
with controversial bitterness, 
widely circulated propaganda and 
misinformation touching the bor- 
der issues of low-fare transpor- 
tation.” 

This, CAB said, added diffi- 
cuities to its tasks “but does not 
relieve the board of its statutory 
duty to decide judicially the im- 
portant factual issues” and con- 
tinue to develop “an economically 
sound national system of air 
transportation.” 

Board member Joseph P. 
Adams dissented. He favored an 
award to one or more of the 
applicants with the board retain- 
ing control over the volume of 
service.

COLLECTIVE SECURITY.

CHESON—Those who united for peace have also laid solid 
foundations in the report of our Collective Measures Committee. 
The report wisely stresses the need for a “mutually supporting 


relationship” between the United Nations and the regional collec- 


tive defensive arrangements. 


This expresses well the direction in 


which we must work, and I strongly urge that we seek ways of trans- 


lating this principle into action. 

. If we are to carry out the unit- 
ing for peace resolution which 
we adopted at our last session, we 
must develop the capacity of the 
United Nations to act promptly 


and effectively in event of aggres- 
sion. Such preparation is impor- 
tant. It will do much to dis- 
courage and deter potential ag- 
gressors from carrying out their 
evil designs. 

In this part of the world where 
we now meet, the group of na- 
tions in the Atlantic community, 
acting in accordance with the 
charter of the United Nations, is 
fast building bulwarks of peace. 
The nations who believe in peace 
and who support the United Na- 
tions system of collective security 
have now been forced to reverse 
their postwar programs of de- 
mobilization, not to threaten 
their neighbors, but to protect 
the peace of the world. 

Vishinsky — Those who pull 
the strings in the North Atlantic 
bloc have cleared the way to 
translating into reality an ag- 
gressive plan which was_ elabo- 
rated at the behest of the United 
States. In order to befuddle 
public opinion, the President, the 
heads, secretaries and other pub- 
lic and political figures in the 
United States have raised a hue 
and cry about the security of the 
United States 
threatened by the Soviet Union. 
To that end they have sought to 
exploit recent atomic bomb tests 
in the Soviet Union and, in the

Paul R. Porter, acting chief 
American representative of the 
Marshall plan for Europe, has 
often proved this point in the 
past, and now he has done it 
again. Porter, an able public serv- 
ant, is also the author of some 
of Washington’s favorite jokes at 
the expense of Government pro- 
cedures and personalities. 

His latest is a fable about the 
incredible complications in which 
foreign aid programs sometimes 
become involved. 

Here’s the. Story. 

It is a story about how the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration, which administers the 
Marshall plan, set out to get some 
shoulder patches for uniforms 
for the Armed Forces and ended 
up brewing better beer in Grau- 
stark. Here is Porter’s fable, in 
his own words, as he told it to 
a recent conference of ECA offi- 
cials here: 


“If we look back over our own 
experience during the past year, 
I think we will all recognize that 
the foreign aid program has been 
handled in a pretty clumsy way 
and that we have often spent a 
lot of effort on things that did 
not need to be done. 

“I wish to illustrate my com- 
ments with a story which is more 
or less true. I say ‘more or less 
true’ since it is a fictional com- 
posite of half a dozen real cases. 


Lag in Shoulder Patches. 


“The United States country 
team in Graustark, after a care- 
ful survey in which all persons 
having an interest in the matter 
have been consulted, discovers 
that there is an unused capacity 
for making shoulder patches for 
uniforms. Moreover, Graustark 
factories making shoulder patches 
are lagging behind on the orders 
they already have. 

“This information is reported 
to ISAC (the International Secur- 
ity Affairs Committee) in Wash- 
ingtan as a top secret message.

As to the Earnings Tax 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In a recent editorial you criticized 
the Republican leadership and Republi- 
can members of the Missouri House of 
Representatives for their opposition to 
the St. Louis city earnings tax. You ac- 
cused them of playing partisan politics 
and suggested that they follow the ex- 
ample of the Democratic leadership and 
Democratic members of the House in 
the Sixty-fourth General Assembly 
(1947-48) and support this measure. 
In the latter observation you are en- 
tirely wrong. The roll call record of 
-both perfection and final passage of 
House Bill No. 475 in March 1948 clear- 
ly shows that the Democratic leadership

original Earnings Tax Enabling Act and 
only after a hard fight were we able to 
pass this bill. 

Only four members of the Demo- 
cratic membership voted for perfection 
of this bill. The opposition was so se- 
vere that it was necessary to verify the 
roll call on final passage. I assume that 
they were sincere in their opposition. 

Your charge of insincerity on the 
part of the Republicans in this matter 
is likewise unfair. Several things de- 
veloped at the time of the enactment of 
the first bill and since that I am sure 
justifies their opposition. 

First, the St. Louis county members 
opposed this bill then, as now, because 
they and their constituents felt that it 
was unfair to citizens of St. Louis coun- 

' ty. This may not be true but we still 
have representative government and 
elected representatives have a right, 
yes duty, to represent the opinions of 
their constituents. 

At the time of the passage of the 
original act the City Administration 

. agreed that if the state would assume 
the financial responsibility of the City 
Sanitarium and give them the earnings 
tax for two years, they could and would 
straighten: out their financial difficul- 
ties. ) 

Since the enactment of the earnings 

tax the present Mayor of-St. Louis was 
elected and one of his campaign prom- 
ises was the repeal of the earnings tax. 

In addition to this, the people of St. 

Louis have had a chance to speak 

through the ballot on this tax. It is the 
feeling of many that the major factor in 
the defeat of the proposed new City 

Charter was the provision concerning 

this matter. |

All for Peace—on Paper 


In the early thirties, when the two leading 

_ advocates of disarmament were the Soviet Union 

and the United States, Moscow often expressed 

a healthy contempt for mere paper pledges of 
peaceful intent. 

In those days the Soviets were all for disarma- 
ment with teeth in it. Maxim Litvinov, then 
Foreign Minister, made a ringing speech to the 
League of Nations in which he proposed that 
universal disarmament be policed by an inter- 
national commission empowered to conduct full 
and impartial inspection of each nation’s troops 
and armamerits. 

From Litvinoy to Vishinsky is a long and wind- 
ing way. As the United Nations Assembly at 
Paris considers the Western disarmament plan, 
it is the Soviet Union, speaking through Vishin- 
sky, which dodges the enforceable arrangements 
and plumps for the paper promises. 

“Tt, udicrous” is Vishinsky’s description for the 
Western plan, which would begin working toward 
disarmament with an internationally supervised 
inventory of existing armaments. His own pro- 
posal is the old one of a paper pledge to “out- 
law” atemic weapons. 

He demands that a world disarmament con- 
ference meet before next June, and blandly ig- 
nores the fact that a world disarmament confer- 
ence is meeting in Paris right now, if Russia 
wants to make it one. ' 

He dusts off the well-worn nostrum of a five- 
power “peace pact”—an unobjectionable idea in 
itself, but a superfluous one which overlooks the 
fact that a 60-power peace pact, the United Na- 
tions charter, is already in force. 

Vishinsky’s speech. no doubt, will be duly pub- 
lished on glossy paper and distributed around 
the world, to prove that the Soviet Union loves 
peace and sponsors disarmament. Some people 
may be fooled. But others will measure the 
Kremlin’s intentions not by Vishinsky’s pictur- 
esque adjectives and diplomatic bombast, but by 

how the Soviet delegation actually votes when 
the issue is joined between a paper pledge of 
peace and an enforceable plan for disarmament. 
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Krock vs. Truman on Ike 

Arthur Krock of The New York Times has col- 
lected himself some pretty nice scoops around 
the White House in years past and it may be 
that he has another one. Just the same Presi- 
dent Truman says “there’s not a word of truth” 
in Mr. Krock’s report that Mr. Truman has of- 
fered to back Gen. Eisenhower for the presi- 
dency next year. 

The conflict is just as head-on as that. Mr. 
‘Krock prepared himself for repudiation in ad- 
vance by saying that “angry and categorical de- 
nials” would probably be forthcoming. And be- 
fore Mr. Truman took off for Key West he made 
that denial. As for Gen. Eisenhower, it was re- 
iterated in Paris that the SHAPE commander 
“did not discuss politics with the President.” 


All of which emphasizes the desirability of 
giving Gen. Eisenhower at least until the start 
of 1952 to work hard on his-all-important Euro- 
pean defense job. Jan. 1 should be time enough 
for the politicians to demand that he declare 
himself available or not. Meantime pressing the 
issue to the fullest is likely to produce Truman- 
Krock collisions and little more. 
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The Shape-Up 
One of the pernicious underlying causes of 
the New York dock strike, now fortunately end- 
ed, was the hiring system known as the shape- 
up. It is an invitation to gangsterism. 


Under the shape-up, several hundred long- 
shoremen gather twice a day at a pier where 
a ship is to be loaded or unloaded. The union 
hiring boss picks out gangs of men to work the 
vessel. Because he has such power over: jobs, 
and because his word is final, the men may 
curry favor with him. And if he is a mobster, a 
union can be turned into organized hoodlumism. 


Joe Ryan’s AFL longshore union was identi- 
fied by the Senate Crime Committee as ‘one 
union which is still infested with hoodlums.” 
The New York Anti Crime Committee identified 
them in an appeal for state action in the strike. 
For behind the wildcat walkout is a deep pro- 
test Against Ryan’s leadership. 


It is disgraceful that a factional union squab- 
ble could tie up a great port. The public is 
victimized by such a strike. Now that it is over, 
will there be action against the shape-up and 
the union racketeering which can fester into 
such gaping economic wounds? 
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As Soon As Possible 


It is good to see that a group of St. Louis 
officials are in Washington to discuss slum clear- 
ance and middle-income housing for the blighted 
area just west of downtown. 

This is the first of the Urban Redevelopment 
Corporation’s projects and until it gets under 
way not much else is likely to be done to stop 
the spread of decay in the belt that rings 
downtown. 

The Washington meeting will take up prelim- 
inary ideas and they represent the first step, 
aside from the organization of the Redevelop- 
ment Corporation toward housing progress. 

Here’s wishing it all possible dispatch. Let’s 
get this work into ideas, onto paper and into 
housing units as soon as possible!

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Republicans on the Earnings Tax 

In the letter column today R. J. King Jr., 
Republican leader in the 1947-48-General Assem- 
bly, takes issue with our criticism of Republican 
policy in the current Legislature on the St. Louis 
earnings tax bill. 

Mr. King says it is not true that a majority 
of the Democrats in 1948 supported the original 
earnings tax legislation, which was later allowed 
to lapse. In this Mr. King is correct. The 
record shows that on final passage of the original 
bill in March, 1948, 13 of the 47 Democratic 
members voted .“aye.” 


It is also true, however, that Democratic votes 
enabled the bill to pass, and it is true that the 
Democratic members from St. Louis voted solidly 
for the bill. e House passed it with 79 favor- 
able votes—only one more than the required 78. 
Had the bill failed to get the votes of the 
St. Louis Democrats and of some outstate Demo- 
crats, it would have been defeated. 

Today, as in 1948, the earnings tax bill needs 
bipartisan support !f it is to be passed. In view 
of the fact that all the St. Louis Democrats and 
six outstate Democrats helped enact the original 
measure, we repeat that Republican members 
from St. Louis and other districts have an obliga- 
tion to look at the question in something more 
than partisan terms. 

The simple question: at issue is whether the 
people of St. Louis, through their duly elected 
local representatives, are to be.given the chance 
to solve the financial problem of their own city 
government. Only one Republican supported 
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the bill in its first test in the House on Oct, 24. 
_ If the Republicans line up as solidly against it 


on the final vote, the people of St. Louis will 


rightly conclude that they are voting for partisan 
reasons rather than on the merits of the bill.

‘““Much Trouble” 


Whatever else Gen. Eisenhower may have dis- 
cussed with President Truman, the chief reason 
for his visit was to report on Western Europe’s 
difficulties in paying for the high cost of re- 
armament. Mr. Truman says so, and he further 
predicts “much trouble” in the economic recov- 
ery program abroad. 

Evidence of trouble already is at hand. In 
France the value of the franc has been declining 
rapidly. In Britain the dollar gap is widening. 
Since Britain is fhe main prop of the N.A.T.O., 
Gen. Eisenhower, as commander of European 
defense forces, must be gravely concerned. 

In the first half of this year, Britain’s 
general stefling area gained $414,000,000 in 
gold and dollar réserves. But in the third quar- 
ter of the year, the gain has been far more than 
wiped out. The loss in reserves was $638,000,000. 
In October alone they plummeted another 
$320,000,000. 

In proposing severe new restrictions on 
spending, Chancellor of. the Exchequer R.° A. 
Butler outlined major causes of the dollar drain. 
One is simply the increasing cost of rearmament. 
Another is the purchase of oil to replace Iranian 
oil. Moreover, British exports have not met 
expectations, and such important sterling area 
exports as wool and rubber have declined in 
price. Yet because of inflation in the: United 
States, the prices of Britain’s dollar imports 
have risen sharply. — 

In his talk with the National Cartoonists So- 
ciety, Mr. Truman noted the constant threat of 
inflation and the trouble it would cause to the 
mutual assistance’ program. No official will pre- 
dict any reversal of Britain’s new trend toward 
trade deficits. 

Already the alternatives to cofttinued eco- 
nomic difficulty must seem uninviting to the 
new Churchill Government. The alternatives in- 
clude another cut in British living standards, 
which have already been cut close to the bone. 
Or a reduction in arms expenditures, which 
would force a revision of the N.A.T.O. defense 
plans and America’s role in them. Or, finally, 
more United States aid. 

No doubt all this is clear to the White House 
and State Departmert. And if Mr. Churchill 
presents these dim prospects to Washington, 
what will our Government do? Are we prepared 
to pay more for Britain’s armament, or pay more 
for our own? Would we reduce either? If not, 
will we provide help in the form of loans, credits 
or trade assistance? 

Gen. Eisenhowers’ report could hardly have 
been too pleasant for our Government to hear, 
but this is time for a realistic appraisal of our 
ties with Western Europe, and of the minimum 
requirements for a common defense. 
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Reason Wins a Round 
Sometimes it takes quite a while and often it 
costs money unnecessarily but in the end reason 
usually wins. The result in Washington on the 
issue of racial discrimination in audiences for 
legitimaté theater productions is a case in point. 


Washington’s only legitimate theater, the Na- 
tional, insisted on discriminating against Negro 
spectators even when Negroes were accepted as 
actors on the stage. The Actors Equity Associa- 
tion finally applied the extreme medicine of 
boycotting the theater two and a half years ago. 
It has stuck to the boycott with the result that 
one of the leading capitals of the world has 
been minus stage productions all the while. 


But enough is enough and some prices are 
too high. Two New York theatrical producers, 
Aldrich and Myers, have leased the theater and 
announced that there will be no discrimination 
under their managément. 


Why is this not a cue for the American Theater 
in St. Louis? There is no discrimination in an 
audience in Kiel Auditorium. Why does there 
need to be at Seventh and Market? Surely no 
one would argue that St. Louis is more “South- 
ern” than Washington! 
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Disreform in Congress 

An individual would not be exactly wise to 
decide how much he was going to spend for 
shelter without knowing how much he was going 
to have to spend for food, clothing, and other 
necessities, too. The same is true of a govern- 
ment. That is why we agree with Representative 
Clarence Cannon of Missouri that the House 
Appropriations Committee, which he leads. did 
wrong to abandon the system of consolidating 
appropriations bills. 


There has been too much of a defeatist atti- 
tude in Congress toward consolidating appropri- 
ations bills, just as there has been toward legis- 
lative budgeting. Both these matters involve 
heavy difficulties, but neither has received a 
Jong enough or a hard enough trial. Both, also, 
are essential to economy and efficiency in the 
discharge of Congress’s responsibilities. 


Mr. Cannon says abandonment of the reform 
in appropriating has resulted in waste, confusion 
and delay. Those are exactly the ills which un- 
organized, incoherent treatment of the appropri- 
ations function could have been expected to re- 
sult in, because they are what it has always re- 
sulted in. The system of considering every ap- 
propriation in the light of all the other appropri- 
ations should be resumed, for in no other way 
can the proper relative emphasis be placed upon 
the many items of the vast federal budget. 
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The Ambassador’s Flying Start 


Senator Taft opposed confirmation of Chester 
Bowles as ambassador to India with the charge 
that Mr. Bowles is not a “natural-born diplomat.” 
Within two weeks after arriving in New Delhi, 
Mr. Bowles has made a spectacular start toward 
compelling the Senator to eat those words. 


First of: all, the new ambassador forgot his 
morning coat and striped trousers, the required 
uniform for his official call on the President. 
He had to borrow a coat from the Italian am- 
bassador, and it was too small. He borrowed the 
pants from a subordinate at the American em- 
bassy, and they were too large. His first official 
appearance, therefore, was marked by a distinct 
pinching of Mr. Bowles’ barrel chest, and by 
frequent hitching up of the outsize pants. 


As might have been expected, the Indian peo- 
ple, according to a New York Times dispatch, 
loved it. They also loved the Bowles family’s 
moving into a smaller bungalow than that occu- 
pied by their predecessors, a new air of in- 


formality around the American embassy which 


evidefitly shocks some of the career officers at- 
tached thereto, and the Ambassador’s detision 
to send his three children to a public school.

He was elected as the symbol of the

eightieth Congress. But the two succeed- 
ing eta oa have is

The Fair Deal is a 
campaign memory 
about as antique as 
Theodore Roosevelt’s 
Square Deal. 

The detested coali- 
tion of Republicans 
and Southern Demo- 
crats, which Mr. 
Truman came to kill, 
moved solidly into 
the saddle two years 
ago—and now the 
Dragon rides Saint George. 

The Federal Civil Rights Bill was not 
mentioned this year. 

The Taft-Hartley Act was pricked to the 
extent of letting union shops be formed 
without factory elections, but otherwise it 
is the labor law of the land. 


The Brannan farm plan is on the shelf. 


National sickness insurance is unremem- 
bered except as a campaign promise of 
1948, and is likely to remain so if the 
organization of company, professional, and 
community health plans goes along cs 
briskly as it has been doing in the past 
three years. 

The old promise of statehood to Hawaii 
and Alaska is still unredeemed. 


The great crusade for reforming the 
executive branch of the Government is 
filed away as an impressive document 
bearing the signature of Herbert Hoover. 


Mr. Truman was certainly not elected as 
an expert on foreign policy. But it is in 


President Truman 


_ foreign ‘policy that the Congress, for all 


its characteristic garrulity and obstruc- 
tionism, has done best. 

Although the congressional record at 
times made it look as if the oratory of 
the Tafts, the Wherrys, and the Kems set 
the national temper, the fact is that troops 
were sent to Europe, grain was voted for 
India, prodigious military aid was granted 


to Europe and Asia, the Reciprocal Trade 
Act was extended again, as it has been 
every year since 1933. 


Altogether 95 billion dollars, a peace- 
time record only exceeded in wartime by 
the budgets for 1943 and 1944, was voted, 
two-thirds of it to be spent in the next 
fiscal year. Of this vast appropriation, 
57 billion dollars go for national defense. 


For foreign aid, the original presiden- 
tial estimate of $8,600,000,000 was re- 
duced, after all the fuss and feathers about 
“paying for European Socialism,” by only 
$1,300,00€C 000. The price and wage con- 
trols of the Defense Production Act were 
extended through next June. 


In other words, Mr. Truman can get just 
about what any other President would get 
in this period of building up the Western 
defenses. He still cannot persuade Con- 
gress to pass a universal military training 
act. The United States usually comes to 
that only after the enemy has battered 
down the back door. 


What everybody deplores about this 
Congress is its dubious record of having 
held 130 congressional investigations, 
more and more of them tending to be 
orgies of denunciation that lead to noth- 
ing but an increase of party venom and a 
suspension of the normal business of Con- 
gress. 

Twenty-six tors were absorbed for 
two months in deploring the insubordin- 
ation, or extolling the superior patriotism, 
of Gen. MacArthur. 


The most useful of these investigations 
have been the ones about corruption in 
the Government—the Kefauver crime in- 
vestigation, the searching inquiry into 
nepotism and “pull” in the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, the inquiry into the 
honesty of internal revenue-agents. 


They have perhaps been more useful in 
shocking the people than in reforming 
the system. But they have suggested one 
inevitable reform in the coming election 
year; which is, “throw the rascals out.” 


Not since Harding and “the Ohio gang” 
has an Administration in office been so 
red in the face at the disclosure of its 
internal corruptions and _ indiscretions. 
Mr. Truman has double cause to regret 
the eighty-second Congress; it has done 
very little he wanted, but what it has 
done has cast wide doubt on the moral 
health of his Administration and its re- 
vealed habit of “government by crony.”

The Truck Lobby Fights On

After having taken a terrific beating in 
the recent session of the [Illinois Legisla- 
ture, the big truck lobby is engaged in a 
bitter fight to prevent the enactment of 
equitable truck taxes in adjacent Missouri. 
There is one detail of the Missouri road 
revenue system which is of concern to 
everyone in Illinois, the truckers more 
than anyone else. - That is a feature of 


their road laws which calls for merely . 


nominal taxes on “local trucks.” 


This long-standing provision of the law 
is not even fair to the cities of Missouri. 
For it allows heavy trucks to pay a fee as 
low as $25 for trucks for the privilege of 
operating day in and day out over the 
streets of the city of their domicile—and 
20*miles beyond—while trucks of the same 
size pay hundreds of dollars a year for the 
privilege of operating at large on the state 


highways. 

Such a system letely ignores the 
fact that heavy trucks.do the same amount 
of damage to city streets that they do to 
pavements out in the country, and it 
amounts to’an injustice to the cities which 


have to maintain and replace the street 


_pavements when they are worn out. The 


City of yey for example, recently 
spent $9,000, in rebuilding several of 
its main thoroughfares which had been so 
beaten up that they were no longer 
ceable or safe; and the cost ran to 
more than $300,000 a mile. 


The interest of Illinois in this system 
comes from the fact that many of these 
“local” licensed Missouri trucks, While 
avoiding the Missouri main highways, en- 
gage in a continuous traffic over Illinois 
highways, doing a major share of the 
heavy hauling between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago. 

When the truck tax bills were pending 
in the last session of the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, Illinois truckers opposing them ar- 
gued that the heavier Illinois taxes would 
cause Illinois truckers to establish offices 
in St. Louis and take the “local” license 
and then operate on Illinois highways. 
St. Louis is full of big truck concerns 
which abuse our highways and cheat their 
own state by taking these “local” licenses. 


There is a fellowship of interest, I sup- 
pose, between truckers in different states. 
But I would think that Illinois truckers 
who face much heavier taxes, come Janu- 
ary, would not give any assistance to the 
Missouri truckers who, up to now, have 
been able to keep the “local” truck fees 
in Missouri scandalously low.

Free Dictionary Writer 


CALL IT EXPERIENCE, by Erskine Caldwell. (Sueil, 

Sioan & Pierce, 239 pgs., $3.50.) 

As he tells it out of his experience, 
Erskine Caldwell rose from rags to riches 
the hard way. There were times in the 
early part of his career when the going 
was tough indeed, most of the time, in 
fact, until he struck pay dirt by the side 
of Tobacco Road. Like the time when, in 
an unheated two-fifty-a-week room at Au- 
gusta, Ga., he wrote day and night for 
several weeks, going out twice a day and 
bringing back a can of beans and a loaf 
of bread. There were other times almost 
as bad when he lived on cheese instead of 
beans. 

He kept at it, he says in his sketchy 
autobiography, because he liked writing 
fiction so well that he couldn't do anything 
else, even though he had to subsist on 
beans and cneese. It was not that he had 
philosophical truths 
to dispense or an 
evangelistic urge to 
change the course of 
human destiny. He 
was trying for none 
of those deeper 
meanings which are 
sometimes found by 
probing readers in 
novels, to the vast 
surprise of the per- 
sons who wrote 
them. All he wanted 
to do was to describe 
the aspirations ~ 
: ee disappointments 0 

Erskine Caldwell the people he wrote 
about. If there were lessons to be learned, 
readers were free to place their own in- 
terpretations. . 

He liked writing fiction as some men 
liked raising cattle or playing baseball or 
practicing law. If, sometimes, he was un- 
happy at that, he found relief in writing 
more and more of it. 


His only extravagance in his lean years 
was buying three new dictionaries, one for 
the upstairs room where he worked, one 
for the living room and one for the kitch- 
en, so that one of them would always be 
within reach. 

Apart from the dictionaries his material 
possessions consisted of a typewriter and 
a cigarette-making machine, both over- 
worked. 

The stress of living to write instead of 
writing to live made him so disagreeable, 
morose,.short-tempered and unreasonably 
moody that in the interest of domestic 
tranquility he did most of his writing away 
from home, which would seem to have 
contributed happiness, if not much else, to 
wife and children. It is not strange that, 
with unaccustomed reticence, he has little 
to say about his family life. 

Persons wising to learn how to write 
successfully will not get much help from 
Mr. Caldwell. He is unable, he says, to 
give explicit directions for that because 
he considers creative writing to be moti- 
vated by a certain state of mind, and be- 
lieves that only those who are born with 
the gift or who acquire the indefinable 
urge to express themselves in print can 
accomplish it. As for rewards, “the re- 
ward of accomplishment in the mind of 
the majority of authors, rich or poor, is 
the primary motive for writing, and the 
making of money is a secondary one.”

* In air strength, he declared, the 

United States is superior to Pus- 
sia in long-range bombers but 
weaker in tactical and fighter 
planes. Korea, he pointed out, 
has shown that the sub-sonic 
bomber, such as the B-29, is obso- 
lete against jet fighter planes. 

Baldwin’s analysis of atomic- 
bomb supplies gave an advantage 
to this country, both in quality 
and quantity. He “guessed” the' 
number of United States atomic 
bombs is in “a large three or 
small four figures, while Russia 
probably has 30 to 80 A-bombs.” 

The speaker recommended a 
negotiated peace in Korea, de- 
scribing it as a war area “where 
theer can be no positive decision 
over the main enemy—Communis- 
tic Russia.” As it now stands, 
the war is simply one of attri- 
tion, draining heavily on this 
country, he said. 

»“The tragedy of our times is 
that we must consider seriously 
the possibility of World War I'T 
only six years after the end of 
World War II,” Baldwin said. “i 
won't predict what will happen.

FOUR YEARS AGO at the age of 53, George 
Rehm came home to America determined to retire 
and become a farmer. He found a farm in a north 
Pennsylvania county, 155 acres, which he bought 
for $6250. He had visions, as who has not, of the 
kind of subsistence farming that produces all the 
necessities of life. On the list, in this picture of 
bliss, were succulent smoked hams, sage-seasoned 
SauSage and scrapple, poultry, squab, baby beef, 
butter, apple cider, homemade wine, fine tweeds 
woven from home-plucked wool, honey, maple 
Sugar and dozens of other goodies. 

Unfortunately for the dream but fortunately for 
George Rehm’s career as a farmer, several milk 
cows came with the farm and he became perforce 
a dairyman. Not in the beginning, certainly, but 
with the passage of time. And this book recounts 
his adventures, which are many and at times 
amusing. Not that he isn’t a serious farmer. He 
has stuck at it, learned by experience and from 
good neighbors, and attained a modest success 
which is, lucky man, all that he asks of life. Twelve 
cows and he’s in clover. Each of those cows has as 
much character and individuality as the heroine of 
a novel; and so do old Molly and Doc, the’ ill- 
assorted team which are the farm’s sole motive 
power. And we suffer with George as he learns to 
milk, sells Grandma Nellie when she is too old 
to produce any more, spends frantic hours trying 
to unravel a harness and get it on the horse 
which must pull the sled that hauls the milk out 
to the collecting station on the highway. George 
finds that in a 64-hour day he can handle his 
herd and his other chores which, in winter, include 
the daily hauling of manure, and in summer the 
haying on his 33 arable acres. 

He finds that the cows will produce a net income 
of about $2500 a year after buying feed and seed. 
This he accounts an ample income; not sufficient 
for jewels and mink, but enough for the good life. 
He has leisure to read and write and listen to good 
music and visit with the friends who occasionally 
come his way. 

+ * 


THE BOOK is delightul reading, but it has 
for me, as both a reader and a farmer, certain 
drawbacks. As a reader I find that George has 
made his cows come vividly alive. And I know 
that he enjoys good food and a glass of California 
dry wine. He has found the good life as far as one 
retired newspaper man is concerned. But I haven’t 
the faintest picture of his family, except that he has 
one; or whether they pafticipate fully and whole- 
heartedly in this Utopian life at High Meadows. 
I gather, scmehow, an impression that they are 
not always there; especially when the winds blow 
down out of the north and the going gets tough. 
And despite his content with the twice-a-day, 
seven-day-a-week routine of dairying, I miss a cer- 
tain enjoyment of the many aspects of nature 
which we call the “compensations of country liv- 
ing.” Also, as a farmer, I am surprised at his lack 
of interest in the land with which he works. Yet 
as Bromfield points out in_ his introduction, .this 
is no treatise but a sharing of the experiences and 
emotions of a wise and lovable and very mature 
human being.

IVAN SANDERSON, the British biologist and 
naturalist who has published several distinguished 
books on animals, now has produced “How eto 
Know the American Mammals,” which is published 
by Little, Brown & Co. The book is complete and 
doubtless competent as a small field guide, yet 
somehow disappointing. Probably the reason is that 
earlier works by this writer lead us to expect more; 
and that there are several other books on the 
American mammal which are more complete and 
attractive. Also we'have become used to the excel- 
lence of such field guides as Peterson’s “Birds of 
Eastern America” and Swain’s “The Insect Guide.” 
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A DELIGHTFUL volume which will bring rich 
rewards to every lover of nature is “John Bur- 
roughs’ America,” recently brought out by Devin- 
Adair, who specializes in country books. Burroughs 
ranks with Myir as a naturalist and his books are a 
true panorama of the Catskill and Hudson river 
country where he spent most of his long life. Many 
of his 25 volumes have long been out of print and 
it is good to have this competent selection of the 
best of his work, compiled by another naturalist, 
Miss Farida Wiley.

They have the chance to 
see each other in various settings 
and in many moods. If they are 
Aortunate, they observe each 
other's attitudes toward members 
of both family groups. 

Just think of all the practical 
questions you face as you ap- 
proach marriage. Decisions will 
have to be made on any number 
of matters. Where you will live 
is an urgent matter even when 
there is no housing shortage. How 
much does it cost to get married 
is another question that cannot 
be easily avoided.

Sometimes, they are adventur- 
ous enough to try something new. 
Take kidneys, for instance. There 
are many persons who have never 
tasted them. There are others 
who occasionally like nothing bet- 
ter than a kidney stew or a beef 
and kidney pie. 

Veal and lamb kidneys are 
smaller and more tender than 
the beef kidney, and they take a 
shorter time to cook. They should 
be ‘split and the membranes re- 
moved, then sliced and soaked 
in salted water about half an 
hour. The beef kidney which is 
cheaper is appropriate for a stew 
@ for a pie. The others may be 
cooked brochette style without 
previous parboiling.

Two beef, six veal, or nine 
lamb kidneys, one-fourth cup ba- 
con drippings, one tablespoon 
minced onion, three tablespoons 
flour, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
one-half teaspoon salt, two cups 
water or stock, two tablespoons 
sherry. 

Have kidneys split. Remove 
membrane and tubes. Slice kid- 
neys and soak in salted water to 
cover 30 minutes. Drain. Melt 
bacon drippings, add onion and 
kidneys and cook over medium 
heat two minutes. Stir in flour 
arid seasonings, and when well 
blended, add water or stock, stir- 
ring constantly until mixture 
thickens and boils. Cover and let 
simmer over very low heat 10-15 
minutes, until kidneys are tender. 
Add sherry and more salt if nec- 
essary. Serve on toast or with 
mashed’ potatoes, boiled rice, or 
buttered noodles. Yield: six serv- 
ings.

Y DREAMS have been hag-ridden for several nights now

ment in Life. A husband, obviously considering divorce, 
huddles sullenly beneath the blankets. His bride is wearing 
that If-You-Know-What’s-Good-For-You Look. 

And the caption is: “No! It’s your morning to turn up 
the thermostat!” And then goes on to say that soon the poor 
fellow will have to crawl out of his nice warm sack and shiver 
down the icy floors to turn up his old-fashioned thermostat. 

This, I believe, is the capsuled criticism of what’s been 
happening to the country in recent years—so much contrived 
ease and iuxurious convenience and fussy gadgeteering that a 
certain softening of the moral fibers is almost inevitable.

YOUNG AS I AM—and I am but a boy—I can remem- 
ber well when just ordinary steam heat set a man aside 
from his fellows. Most of my tender years were spent freez- 
ing between pot-bellied stoves and bed, in rooms that never 
lost their ice-rink aspect. I was delighted when we finally 
got a coal furnace that heated the middle of one room, at 
least, if you went and stood over the grill. 

There is no point, of course, of advocating a return to 
the old days when modern gadgets have added considerable 
to our culture.

ERE is the home of the Mayor

Hamilton. 

When Gracie Mansion became, 
in effect, the White House of our 
mayors, it continued to be 4 
mecca for colorful personalities.

“Harry the Horse.” 

History of some kind was made 
at this Broadway clothing store. 
In addition to the “ice,” Bookie 
Harry Gross had another practice 
designed to help him win friends 
and influence policemen. Be- 
ginning around 1945, Gross sent 
various members of the force to 
this historic spot for their gifts of 
clothing. 

From 1945 through 1948, his 
free-handedness with suits and 
overcoats averaged from five to 
six thousand dollars per year—a 
small amount of money when 
compared to the ehunks of cold 
cash that Gross paid out to 
policemen all along the line.

Then 
the ritual was repeated for the 
Borough Squad. And repeated 
again for the Super-Borough 
Squad, and again with frills for 
the Chief Inspector’s Squad and 
the Police Commissioner’s Squad. 
Each year, the total pay-off was 
over a million dollars—plus a few 
suits of clothes. 

‘$60,000,000 Racket.’ 

Here is one of the most im- 
portant docks on the waterfront. 
It is typical of the waterfront in 
this respect—longshoremen work 
here under the iron hand of a 
hiring boss, coerced into the part 
they play in the most vicious pat- 
tern of racketeering to be found 
anywhere in the country.

maneuvered? The answer is, of 
course, that with his type of 
partner, East couldn’t protect 
himself; but if West had ap- 
preciated the simple come-on 
meaning of East’s signal, it 
would have been a different story.

SINGLE bridge spanned the 

Scheldt and gave access to

The child was given cod 
liver oil each day for two months, 
and then he was able to walk and 
run about quite freely. 

The thing which performed 
that “magic” was what we now 
call vitamin D. This is present in 
the livers of various fish, includ- 
ing codfish. . 

In later years another forward 
step wag taken by a German scien- 
tist. He proved that rickets could 
be prevented. and cured through 
the use of ultra-violet rays.
